HUDSON BOAT RACES

Just to be on the
safe slde, Col. Collls will arrange for the
eccommodation of 100,000 persons, al-
though he thinks the number probably
will fall a little ehort of that mark
Col. Collls arrived here just elght days
#go. Since then boathouses which were
on the verge of toppling overboard have
been repalrad and put in tip top condi-
tlon for the five crews, which, unlike
Columbia, use temporary quarters each
year. Just now four of the crews, Co-
fumbia, California, Syracuse and the
Navy, are In quarters, Pennsvivania 18
axpected to-morrow and Cornell will be
in Monday or Tuesday.
